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DETAILED ACTION 
REQUEST FOR CONTINUED EXAMINATION 

The request filed on February 9, 2004 for a Request for Continued Examination 
(RCE) under 37 CFR 1.114 based on parent Application No. 09/914241 is acceptable 
and a RCE has been established. An action on the RCE follows. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 30-49 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 30-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
that was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. Claims 30 and 47 are directed to a 
hemocompatible surface that does not comprise thromboludin. The specification fails to 
disclose a hemocompatible surface that does not comprise thrombomodulin. Any 
negative limitation or exclusionary proviso must have basis in the original disclosure.

For example, the newly added negative limitation wherein the surface does not 
comprise whole, intact cells does have basis in the original disclosure. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 30-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. Claims 30, 39 and 47 claim a hemocompatible 

surface consisting (or comprising) of a material located on or in the hemocompatible 

surface... It is unclear whether or not the material is a component of the surface. Is the 

material, for example, the article, device or material of claim 38? 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 30-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 

alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Reich et al. (WO 91/03990). Reich 

et al. discloses a hemocompatible surface comprising, e.g. polyurethanes (a high 

molecular weight compound as admitted in the present application) or a collagen 

extracted from calves, and heparin sulfate (p 8, lines 9-31), a polysaccharide constituent 

of an outer layer of a blood cell. The claims are anticipated if treated as essentially 
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product-by-process type claims. How or where the heparin sulfate is obtained is not 
given patentable weight. When the prior art discloses a product which reasonably 
appears to be either identical with or only slightly different than a product claimed in a 
product-by-process claim, a rejection based alternatively on either section 102 or section 
103 of the statute is eminently fair and acceptable. As a practical matter, the Patent 
Office is not equipped to manufacture products by the myriad of processes put before it 
and then obtain prior art products and make physical comparisons therewith. While the 
Applicant in the reply dated June 12, 2003 states there is a difference, for example, 
between heparin sulfate from a liver versus an erythrocyte, this is not disclosed in the 
present application nor is evidence supplied. A prima facie case of obviousness based 
on structural similarity is rebuttable by proof that the claimed compounds possess 
unexpectedly advantageous or superior properties.
